The day after his remoyal 
I dreſt him, and with the 


Cloath that was applied o- 


ver the Wound, there came 


away a large Core , made 
up of the contuſed, rotten 
Fibres, coagulated Blood , 


and ſome Dofils which Mr. 
.M. had left in the Wound. 


This was about three Weeks 
afrer I had firſt ſeen it. The 
Wound within looked very 
ruddy and well, but the fide
